St. Petersburg, Aug. 3—At noon 


tomorrow a general strike will occur 
according to a formal order issued 
today. To add to the seriousness of 
the situation it is probable a fresh 
cabinet crisis will be precipitated by 
the action of the czar irt refusing to 
agree to the condition upon which 
Pivmier Stolypin had succeeded in 
inducing the men not counected with 
the bureaucracy to enter the reorgan- 
ized cabinet. As Stolypin had based 
his hopes of carrying out* his policy 
of "high handed reform" on organ- 
izing such a cabinet, the refusal of 
the czar to agree to his plan places 
him in a position where it is believed 
he will resign. There is renewed talk 
of the probability of the appointment 
of a dictator and Grand Duke Nich- 
olas is mentioned as the most likelj 
man to be selected. 
T!ie mutinies 


have greatly alarmed the tzar.
